The Senate and the Debt.
From the N, Y. Tunes.

The oountry is so accustomed to the slow
movements and procrastinatiog habits of the
Senate when practical reforms are te be
achieved, that the failure thus far to touch
the bill prohibiting auy increase of the goid-
bearing debt exocites no surprize. It is &
gimple and obvionsly benefivisl measure, in-
volving mo difficailty of theory or practice,
and ought to be dizposed of withont delar.
But the Senatorial lashion of talking every-
thing to death may defeat even this bill. Tt
ptill lingers in the Finauce Committes, where
ita fate 18 further jeopardized by confliot with
the prearranged plans of Mr. Sherman. There
is nothing half 8o dangerons as & pet finanocial
theory. And as Mr. Sherman would cure
finanoial illa by inoreasing the moat oppressive
form of the debt as a result of putting green-
backs out of the way, it is perhaps natural
that he should wish to smother a bill which
asaumes thay that debt is safficiently large
already, and aims at preventing its inorease.
But Mr, Sherman’s partiality fer his hobby,
thongh it may expisin, will not excuse, the
suppression of one of the most uselul mes-
sures of the session.

The positions sssuamed respectively by the
House and Senate on fiuascial qaestions differ
gomewhat from those with which public
opinion has commonly assocviated them. The

onse has been gaspected of heresies; the
Senate has rejoiced in a reputation for ortho-
doxy. The eventsof the praesent session have
altered the relation. Ths Honse has proved
tealf desirous of strengthening the public
oredit, and by a series of acts has contribated
to the marked locrease of confldence which 1s
revealed im the rapid rise of onr securities
abroad. The bill to which we have referred
as slambering in the SBenats committes i3 one
of thegs, and by no means ths l=ast important.
The Senate, meanwhile, indalgas its fondneas
for debate by nursing Mr. Sherman’s schame
for fincreasing the debt, the enactment of
whioch wonld nentralize all the good etfscted
by the judicious aotion of the House.

The ﬁmmisa of Mr. Sherman to push for-
ward Mr. Behenck’s Pablio Credit and Coin
Payment bill is good 25 far a8 it goes, Bat if
he would do his whole daly to the public
oredit, he will not let the sessiom close without
finis the effective means devised by the
House for stopping the growth of the gold-
bond debt.

General Grant and the Internal Revenne
Bureaus

It may possibly be that Mr. Rollins, after a
dozen feints in LGl direction, will actually go
out of office on the incoming of the new ad-
minlstration. The bellef that he may do g0 is

strengthened by the statement that he has
made an epgagemsnt with Jay Cooke te take

the Boston agency for one of that gentleman’s
gochemes which has recsived the
favor 0f Congress, and also by the fact that
he cannot decently retain the post longer than
the fourth of next month. When he does go
out one of the most important offices under
the Government will become vacant, snd
General Grant should realize the full measure
of 'the responeibility which will rest npon
him in g it.  President Johnson has
been repeatedly sccased by radical journsls
with haviug bwven the sole cause of the
demoralization which has marked the
whole revenns service sines he snocesded
to. the  Presidential chair; but little has
been said as to the Beuate’s agency in the
matter. The simpls trath is, peither the
President mor the Henate have realized that
the Reveune Burean is & great trost, Ap-
m.mu of assessors and collestors have
n made from politival considerations alone,
and the natopral copsequence has been that
lages of great importauos and power have baen
x“ by ineapscity and rascality, effectively
roteoted in the perpetration of wrong by the
enure of Offive bill. Tostead of these posts
being filled for reasons of fliness, they have
been filled for political reasons. Bome of the
outrages committed npon the peopls by the
Senate through these appointments are already
well known to mapy in the community. The
onges, however, of the five Republicans hold-
ipg internal revenue posts whom the Preai-
dent was abrolulely cowpelled to guspsnd
under the Teuure-of- Ofli« act may not be so
widaly known as they deserve to be. Althongh
the E,...;. was perfeolly aware that the
gourge of the Execntive io this matter was
in compliance with the recommendation of
Mr. lo{llu. and that the latter offivial had
withstood all pressure and allowed the five
t0o go unchecked as long as the looal
bﬂn gentiment wounld possibly permit, that
%ﬂﬂﬂy refused to confirm a gingle one
of suspensions, aud vever did do so. Of
the five, one died before legal action against
bim was consummated; they were convioted
of o corru %Lon and imprisoned; and tha
one, Ile:illor Jam::a of Blo‘%mog;

face, and In face of the report sgainst
_ own Finance Committes;
he would have been In

Io the seleotion of a osndidats for the In-
ternal Revenue Commissionership, General
Grapt most exyeol an fmmense Emnanru on
the part of the “whisky ring.'' Rrery infla-
enoe, of course, will be bronght to bear, and
every expedient resorted to which haman in.
genuity can suggest, by those whose interest
it i to seonre a man for tha place who will
lend himself, either direotly or indireotly, to
their designe. The riog are parfectly well
aware that, with & compstent and upright
man in the office, the frauds in whisly, which
are going on to thig day in the open markoet
aud under the very nose of the officials, wonld
be broken np. It is idle to talk of Mr. Rol.
ling' probity or capacity while bis bureaun fa
in the condition it is—a condition of disorgani-
zation and demoralization, not to say corrup-
tion. It 2 not much to his oredit that bis has
permitted his whole office to be run by a
cliqgne who have recklessly trifled with the
pational interests, If he had besn mentally
fit for the post he has so long disgraced and
g0 stubbornly held in deflance of the popular
condemvation of his condunet, the whisky and
tobaoco frands thronghout the country would
pever have thriven 48 they have done; that
le, aesuming him to really be what his frienda
olaim that he fis—ihoronghly honest. Ie
would bhave purified his furam, broken up
the pervicions set of understrappers who
bhave worked the office business in their own
interest, and displaced some individuals who
are stropgly suspeoted of corruption.

General Grant should nnderstand, in making
& choice for the place, that simple honaesity
alove is not suflivient. What is wantsd is
combined integrity and ability—ability of a
high order; and until the post {8 thus filled,
there will be nmo improvement over the pre-
eent order of things. At this hour, illicit
whisky flooda the markst, even under the low
rate of tax, which it was confidently and rea-
gonably expected would insure honest pay-
ment npon the whole dutiable production.
With energy, determination, and ability at
the head of this bureau, there wonld bs mno
such condition of things, Let General Grant
put an honest and eapable man in Rollins'
place, and the conntry will soon perceive the
difference between the results of an efficient
and ineflicient administration.

In a general way, we have uo parti-
oular objeotion to Mullins. He is to the ava-
rage stupidity and monotonousness of the
average radical mewmber of Congrees in this
country what the late Colomel Bibtherp so
long was to the average stupidity and monoto-
nousness of the average Tory member of Parlis-
ment in Great Britain.

Bat we pro-
test, in the name of piety and decorunm,
against his irreverent and ignorant misrepre-
sentation of anytbing more sacred than the
““trooly loil” sentiment of Eastern Tennessee.

Becovery of the Second Cuba Cable.
Fromthe N. ¥, Herald,

It will be remembered by our readers that
the attempt of the International Ocean Tale-
graph Company to lay a second cable bstween
Key West and Havana failed last year from
the drifting too far to the eastward of the
steamer Narva while laying it, and the conse-
guent necessity of dropping some miles from
the shore the end that was to have been
landed in Cuba. The one was buoyed, but the
buoy-rope broke one hundred and twenty-
five fathoms below the surface, and henoe the
necesgily for grsp&in for the oable in the
same manner that the Great Eastern grappled
for the first Atlantio cable. The work to
recover the Cuba cable was performed under
very diflerent circumstspces from that of re-
covering the Atlantie cable. The latter lay
at & depth of one thonsand nine hundred and
eighty fathoms, on a level-bottom, under still
water; whilea the Coba cable was lost st &
depth of eight handred fathoms, on an uneven
bottom, and with a vast volume of water
driving over it at an average rats of four milss
an bour.

Preparations for the work were made by
placing on the steamer New England ma-
chinery similar to that nused for recovering the
lost Atlaptic cable on bosrd the Great Bastern.
Owing to the strength of the current, the grap-
pling ropes were required to be nnnsnally
etrong., They consisted of gixteen steel wires,
each encased tn Masilla hemp, and laid up in
strands of four each. This rope was divi‘:led
into lengihs of two hundred fathoms, with
ehackles and swivels between esch. The

point where the cable was found was passed
over With the grapples six times, and thrice
the cable was oaught., On the first ocoasion
the eable parted, throngh some fanlt in the
wachinery, and the second time it parted at &
spllca, & heavy sea runnivg. On the 15th of
Febroary it was canght sgain and s soesafally
raiged and landed, and now we havea donble
cable to Cuba as we have to Enrops. The
operations were parformed nnder the personal
supervision of Geveral Willlam ¥, Fmith
President of the International Tal.grlp];
Company, and Sir Charles Bright, Roglnaer-in-
chief of the company. This event is another
agsurance of the practiesbility of handling
ocean eables and layiong them, and will con-
dunoe to strevgthen the solence of ovean tele-
graphy.

John Bright on QCeenn Penny Postage.

At a banguet of the Assoolated Chinmbers of
Commegrea held the other evening in London
Jobm Bright made a characteristio speech, sud
urged, we are told, the importance and neces-
sity of adopting the system of ocesn penny
Fom;c. ere Is no public man living now
n Eogland whose nsme 8 #o extensivaly
and honorably assoclated with reform as John
Bijght. Bince 1532 up until the pressnt time
there bns been no reform movement in Gireat
Britain to the success of which he has not

largely contributed. Mr. Bright is the very
mwan o take np the questien of ocheap oocean
poetage, It is ome of thoss improvements
which to prove Buccessful requires only the
advooncy of such a maov. The times are rips
for & change. There i but one Argament
that csm be uneed against ocean peuny post-
age—that it will not pay. This, however, is
an argoment that bas no solid fﬂ‘ludltlnn'to
1eRL ugnn. All the fao's are agaiust i, [t §a
& truth which eannot be gulosaid, that in pro-
portion as national and ioternatioval postage
bas been Ulwnpﬂhrd, &0 has it become aar-
viceable avd so has it proved remunsrative.
The tiea which now bind Great Britain 1o the
United States are 80 numerons and 80 strong
that facilivies for the communiostion of thought
aud feeling, not to speak of more substantisl
interchaugen, for the present caunot be sufll-
ciently multiplied. A two cent postage be-
tween this conutry and Great Britatio would ba
immediately followed by a similar arraogas-
ment between this conntry and Garmany. The
arrangement would be & gaio to all sonosrned.
It wonld be & special gain to the United
Btates, for which reason we hope, not mersly
that Mr. Bright will keep np the fire, but that
it will be warmly reaponded to on this side,
The thing has but to be started to prove a
BUCCOSH.

Emigration 1o tbhe Sonih.
From the N. Y. Tribune.

We receive almost every day inquiries
about Southern lands from Noghern farmers
who want to emigrate. It is impossible for
ns to advise all these correspondents as to
partioular localities, for a conuntry that wonld
snit one would not snit all. We are glad to
perceive that the Southern railroad companies
have combined to facilitate the diffasion of
information respectivg these miliions of rich
acres which await ths hand of indusiry, sud
to diffuse it, too, in the osly way which can
be of much practical nse, namely, by enabling
farmers to go aud spy ont the land for them-
gelves. A convention of cflivers, representing
between thirty and forty reads, met in At
lanta on the 4th of Jannary, and adopted a
system of excursion tickets, at greatly re
duced rates, fer aotual setilers or for persons
who wish to examine the country with a view
to settlement or investment. There ia & vast
extent of conntry between the Potomao, Ohio,
and Mississippi rivers where gkilled labor
is badly wanted, land cheap, and natare
prodigal of her gifts to those who have the
industry to gather them. The regensration
of this region we helisve ia to be eflected by
the stardy farmers of the North. Bat it has
been difficnlt for them to eelect homes in the
South. The distances are grea', and fares on
the Southern roads are very high., This new
arrangement will remove the diflionlty.
Bolders of exonrsion certificates will be taken
at the rate of two cents 4 mile over any of the
thirty-odd roads which have joined in the
agreement, and aotusl settlers at the rate of
one cent & mile. A great number of leading
botels in Kentncky, Tennessee, Alabama, Mis-
sissippi, North Uarolina, South Caroling, Vir-
ginia, and Georgia will deduot one-third from
their nsual charges in favor of the same par-
song. Most of the roads in question are in
the Sonthwest, forming a complete nstwork
from Louisville to New Orleans, Mobile, and
Charleston; but there are some also im Vir-
ginia and North Carolina.

Fuller partionlars as to roads and distances,
and the conditions on which exoursion cer-
tificates are granted, can be obtained of G. M,
Huutington, No. 220 Broadway, New York.

| apeociates, his intimate, trusted counsellors;

be must rely implicitly on their integrity and
fidelity; he must, to & great extent, see
through their eyes, remove and appoint on
the strepgih of their recomwendations, and
be honored or disgraced in the public estima-
tion asthey shall do well or ill. It may be
tooanuch to call them his personal or civil
stafl; yetit is simple truth to say that they
gtand to him in a confidential relation of in-
timacy aud trust which imperatively demands
that they shall be emphatically the men of
bis choice, and not impogsd upon him by polj-
tical combinations or persona tluﬁ:’ ure,

The admipigtration will be kpown in his-
tory as bis; he must and will be jodged and
measured by its anocess or failare; and pos-
terity will pot admit as valid the plea in his
bebalf—*"He would bave sucoeeded had he
been surronnded Ly the right men;" for the
ready, pnavswerable retort will ba—*It was
Lis duty as well as hig privilege to e thus
fnrrounded; be had no moral right to sur-
round himgell with others; and if he sac-
cumbed to dictation and acoepted as heads of
departments men whom he did oot deem fit-
test for such grave responsibilities, he there-
{?ogrsud himself uufit for his own high posi-

our part that those whom the new President
